The sp eak er is Edward P. 
Shannon, director of secu rity 
at the State Univ ersity Colleg e 
at New Paltz, and the “little 
city ” is the colleg e itself. 


The ap tness of Shannon’s 
descrip tion of the camp u s is 
readily su p p orted b y the fol­ 
lowing facts; the camp u s has 
g rown to 4 5 b u ilding s on more 
than 20 acres and has more 
than fou r miles of roadway s; 
the dormitory p op u lation this 
y ear is ap p rox imately 2,200 
and the total camp u s p op u ­ 
lation is more than 10,000 in­ 
clu ding all stu dents and staff. 


“ Fortu nately , not ev ery one 
is here at the same tim e," 
Shannon said of 10,000-p lu s 
p ersons who are either em ­ 
p loy ed b y or are stu dents and 
staff.

p rob lems, b oth minor and seri­ 
ou s,

The new serv ice imp rov e­ 
ment p rog ram ap p lies to first- 
class mail weig hing 13 ou nces 
or less. Priority mail (now 
starting at 14 ou nces), which 
inclu des air p arcel serv ice, and 
international air mail are u n­ 
affected b y the imp rov ement 
p rog ram.

Guerrilla Wa rfa re Ag a inst tne Press

M any will say it is hy perbolic to write, 
as we hav e d one, of gu errilla warfare against the free press in 
America. They hear no gu nfire; the paper comes to their d oor 
ev ery d ay seemingly u ni hanged . 
Yet the stru ggle to m aintain press freed om tod ay resembles 
the first stage of an Arab oil embargo. Here and there, a small 
filling station closes, bu t there seems to be plenty of gas arou nd 
u ntil the d ay comes when it is gone. 
Freed om of the press has been cu rtailed lately in hu nd red s 
of instances arou nd the cou ntry . Politicians and prosecu tors, 
shaken by newspaper d isclosu res, hav e been waiting in am ­ 
bu sh. A grim if su bd u ed stru ggle is u nd erw ay , and the bod y 
cou nt is rising. Here are some ty pical cases. 
Bernard Able, ed itor of the weekly West more News of Port 
Chester, N.Y., was fou nd gu ilty of "harassm ent," while two 


bu ild ings he owns hav e been threatened with cond em nation by 
local au thorities. Why ? He wrote sev eral ed itorials blasting 
those au thorities for inad equ ate police protection in the black 
section of Port Chester, 
—For six m onths, reporters Richard Cad y and W illiam 
And erson of the Ind ianapolis Star liv ed u nd er the clou d of a 
crim inal ind ictm ent charging them with hav ing conspired to 
bribe a police officer. T heir real offense: w riting a Pu litzer 
Prize-winning series ex posing corru ption in the Ind ianapolis 
police d epartm ent and in the M arion Cou nty prosecu tor’s 
office. 
—After Floy d Norris, a reporter for The M onitor of Concord , 
N .H ., wrote a story abou t d u biou s cond u ct by area officials in 
the aw ard ing of a d og track franchise, he was arrested at his 
ty pew riter and charged with possessing "stolen property 
that is , the d ocu m ent containg the allegations.

_ in Congress, the lead ers of both parties hav e joined in 
pu shing what am ou nts to an Official Secrets Act. In effect, this 
wou ld perm it newsmen to report only those official d ocu m ents, 
actions and proceed ings the gov ernment d oesn t object to. 
Increasingly , there has been an u gly tend ency to treat 
newsmen as crim inals for the mere rou tine perform ance of their 
jobs and to strip them of the First Amend ment protections that 
perm it them to d efend their fellow citizens against the powers 


of gov ernm ent.

This is part of a growing effort to pu t the press u nd er the 
control of gov ernment and to blot ou t all sou rces of information 
that compete with the official v ersion.

I. There is in my opinion no 
reason at all to believ e that the 
people of New York City are as 
ou traged as their politicians.

T he people of New 
York are bou nd to benefit in 
d u e cou rse from any mov e that 
reliev es them of the insid iou s 
bu rd en of profligate spend ing. 


2. A senator d em eans the 
office if he consid ers it his 
prim ary fu nction to wage a

of 
gu errilla

against other states in the u n­ 
ion, the pu rpose of which is to 
take as m u ch of the money 
tha t belongs to people who liv e 
ou t of state as he can, in ord er 
to spend it at home. A senator 
especially d em eans the office 
if he consid ers it his d u ty to 
inv ad e states poorer than his 
own, for the benefit of his own 
state. 


3. A U nited States senator, 
as d istingu ished from a lob­ 
by ist for New York City , has 
some responsibility to m ed i­ 
ta te the consequ ences of his 
v ote. Any gu arantee by W ash­ 
ington, D.C. of the obligations 
of New York City instantly 


encou rages other cities—and 
qu ite rightly so—to d em and 
sim ilar gu arantees.

The President’s Ex o tic Giv ea wa y 


W A SH IN G TO N — If Presid ent Ford is perm itted 
an infinite am ou nt of tim e to think u p an infinite 
nu m ber of energy programs, it is m athem atically 
possible for him to ev entu ally hit on one that 
makes sense. 


His latest losing ticket is the $100 billion Energy 
Ind epend ence Agency . This stu nningly bad id ea is 
based on the New Dealish premise that, if y ou 
can’t solv e a problem with money , at least y ou can 
hid e it by papering it ov er w ith greenbacks. Bu t 
what is Mr. Ford ’s problem 0 


He w ants the United S tates to stop bu y ing 
foreign oil and u se d om estic fu el prod u ced by 
ex otic, c u rre ntly com m ercially u nprofita b le 
technologies. U nhappily for him , howev er, priv ate 
inv estors won’t pu t u p the money to d ev elop 
technologies that can be u nd ersold by conv en­ 
tionally pu m ped oil. 


For m onths M r. Ford has been try ing ev ery 
which way to cheat the law of the m arketplace by 
d riv ing u p the price of oil. He has tax ed oil and 
he has d econtrolled it. bu t. ev en with the coopera­ 
tion of foreign oil prod u cers who want the price to 
go u p also, slackening d em and and abu nd ance of 
su pply hav e conspired to keep the ex otics noncom ­ 
petitiv e. 


So, since he can’t rig the m arket in the ex otics’ 
tav or, he w ants to su bsid ize them . The gov ernm ent 
shou ld prov id e the research and d ev elopm ent 
money to make the new technologies com petitiv e, 
the tax pay ers shou ld assu m e the risks, and the oil 
com panies and the pu blic u tilities will take the 
patents on the new processes and the profits. This 
is what the Presid ent m eans when he say s his 
newest program "will not replace the priv ate 
enterprise sy stem 
it will su pplem ent it." 


This su pplem ent is to take some objectionable 


forms. For instance, money will be “ lent”to the 
u tility com panies to bu ild clu sters of power plants 
in "energy parks." In other word s, sm all-scale 
technology is ju nked . No research money to perfect 
solar power d ev ices to free the ind iv id u al hom e­ 
owner from the electric com pany . There is no 
reason to think su ch a d irection wou ld cost more, 
bu t Mr. Ford instinctiv ely chooses to spend pu blic 
money to centralize the presently ov ercentralized , 
priv ately ru n, gov ernm ent-protected power in­ 
d u stry . 


It has been reported that the Presid ent was sold 
this program by M r. Rockefeller. It d oes bear the 
telltale signs of Rockefeller-stv le socialism. 


N ote tha t instead of a straight-ou t, honest 
su bsid y , M r. Ford follows the pattern the Y’ice 
Presid ent u sed so often in New York. The gov ern­ 
ment is to issu e bond s, thereby letting the banks 
in for a profit while d isgu ising the d ebt incu rred 
by the tax pay ers. T his is called "off-bu d get bor­ 
rowing” and it is the most insid iou s form of d eficit 
spend ing. 


It d oes hav e its ad v antages. If y ou sneak all y ou r 
bu siness su bsid im es throu gh by off-bu d get borrow ­ 
ing and keep all y ou r welfare ex pend itu res on- 
bu d get, y ou can m ake it look like it’s the poor 
people who are wrecking pu blic finances. In his 
y ears as gov ernor M r. Rockefeller u sed this form 
of sharp practice tim e and tim e again. It got him 
arou nd the state constitu tion's d ebt lim itations, it 
got him reelected fou r tim es and it got New York 
sent to the poorhou se. 


It's also significant that M r. Ford shou ld make 
this proposal at a m eeting of the AFL-CIO B u ild ­ 
ing and C onstru ction T rad es D epartm ent. It was 
characteristic of M r. Rockefeller to bring these 
labor u nions in as ju nior partners on these d eals. 


T he banks, the contractors, the steel, cem ent nad 
su pply ind u stries were the seniors, bu t certain 
preferred u nions were brou ght in to wid en the 
political base. 


T hu s in accord ance with the old Rockefeller 
form u la, M r. Ford rou sed the trad e u nionists by 
say ing, "L e t’s spend at home for Am erican jobs 
some of the billions we’v e been spend ing abroad 
for foreign oil and foreign pay rolls . . . In response 
to those nations which wou ld control ou r energy 
su pply and prices and hence ou r fu tu re, I say to 
ind u stry , to constru ction workers and to all A m eri­ 
cans: ‘L et’s go into bu siness for ou rselv es. Let s 
prod u ce Am erican energy in America w ith A m eri­ 
can w orkers.’ ” 


• T his m ay seem like strange jingo langu age for a 
Presid ent who calls people isolationists who d on t 
agree w ith him. "U ncle Sam isn’t abou t to say 
‘u ncle,’ ’’ qu oth M r. Ford nicely scram bling for­ 
eign policies objectiv es with energy crisis necessi­ 
ties. 


A m ericanism -energy ind epd end ence is prim arily 
a political id ea. We d on’t object to being iron ore 
d epend ent or banana d epend ent becau se that 
d oesn’t interfere w ith ou r M id d le Eastern games. 
N atu rally we d on’t like to pay higher prices for oil, 
bu t that d oes not bother the gov ernm ent nearly as 
m u ch as the v u lnerability to pressu re that reliance 
on foreign oil creates. Bu t, since the pu blic wou ld 
nev er pay hu nd red s of billions of d ollars ju st to 
av oid bu y ing oil from Arabs, the A d m inistration 
mu st contu se the d ebate by su ggesting its "d ra ­ 
m atic, crash program s’’ are the best way to solv e 
the u nrelated energy crisis. 


Still M r. Ford has accom plished one rare tiling. 
Almost ev ery proposal has som ething to be said for 
it. T his is one of the v erv few which has none. 


his own ind epend ence, now 
say s of his colleagu es in Con­ 
gress, "W e shou ld be acting as 
a d elegation and speaking with 
one v oice." I find no sanction 
in American history , in the

Peter Kov argu e, director of Fu el Eco no my Consu ltants, Inc., 
New York, said American indu stry was lu cky last winter 
becau se most of the cou ntry had mild weather, y et there were 
gas shortages and indu strial lay offs, 
“This winter likely will see worse shortages becau se gas is in 
mu ch tighter su pply and many bu sinesses simply don't realize 
or don’t face u p to the seriou sness of the problem.” 
Kov argu e said all the facts actu ally hav e been pu blished, 
"bu t they tend to be play ed down by the persons releasing the 
reports and hence get bu ried in the news.” He said there's a 
v ery hu man reason for this. “ Many u tility companies and many 
indu strial companies are try ing desperately to raise new 
capital. If they play u p the fact they are facing gas shortages 
that will hu rt their earnings, throw people ou t of work, and 
increase their difficu lties in floating new secu rities." 


Another reason some Americans don't accept the seriou sness 
of the situ ation, Kov argu e said, is that some highly placed 
jiersons believ e the shortages are ex aggerated and serv e as an 
ex cu se for a gigantic rip-off on the part of some gas produ cers. 


"(las produ cers can get u p to $2.5 0 a million BTU's for gas 
in the intrastate market becau se of the shorgages as against 
a base price of only 5 3 cents in the regu lated interstate 
m arket," he pointed ou t. 


Hu t Kov argu e said the shortages are real, not an ex aggerated 
ex cu se for a price rip-off. He said Frank Zarb, federal energy 
administrator, is well aware of the situ ation bu t it is v ery 
difficu lt politically for the federal gov ernment to take steps to 
impose sev ere gas conserv ation measu res. 


“ Sometimes I hav e the impression that well-informed federal 
officials feel Congress will be able to take effectiv e measu res 
only after bu siness and the people hav e been thorou ghly 
frightened by a real gas crisis that throws many people ou t of 
work and costs indu stry many millions of dollars,' he added. 


There will not be any miracu lou s increase in domestic 
reserv es and there are not going to be any big deliv eries of 
liqu efied gas from Algeria or Ru ssia to sav e the day , he added.

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IBM Announces New Portable Computers 


ATLANTA, Ga. 
A new Portable Computer was announced 
today by International Business Machines Cor­ 
poration. 
The new IBM 5100 Portable Computer 
merges desk top compactness with stand-alone 
computer functions to put problem-solving 
computer capabilities at the fingertips of the 
engineer, financial analyst, statistician, plan­ 
ner and many other professional problem - 
solvers. 
Weighing approximately 50 pounds, the 5100 
— which is slightly larger than an IBM type­ 
writer — ran be readily moved from off it to 
office. The computer requires standard 115-volt 
ac power, and can be used in most office, 
laboratory and manufacturing environments. 
All 12 models of the IBM 5100 are available 
only on a purchase basis. Prices range from 
18,975 to $19,975. First customer deliveries are 
scheduled for this mont. 
C. B, Rogers, Jr., IBM vice president and 
president of the General Systems Division, said 
“ the new Portable Computer is designed to put 
data processing power within arm's length of 
today’s problem solvers. 
“The importance of that,” he said, "is that 
we believe productivity gains can result through 
the proximity of computer power and through 
side-by-side man-machine interaction.” 
He said the IBM 5100 uses the newest IBM 
technology and represents a significant reduc­ 
tion in the entry size and cost of the company’s 
data processing products. 


In the late 1960s, a computer with this 
capacity and performance would have been 
nearly as large as two desks and would weight 
about half a ton. 
The General Systems Division, which de­ 
veloped and produces the IBM 5100, will also 
market and service it. “ A special sales organiza 
tion has been established,’’ Rogers said, “ to 
market the product nationwide.” 
In addition to serving the needs of the 
problem-solver in a stand-alone operation, an 
optional communications adapter allows the 
5100 Portable Computer to communicate with 
a remote System/370 computer. 
Two other desk top input/output optional 
devices, the IBM 5103 printer and the IBM 5106 
auxiliary tape unit, were also announced today 
for attachment to the 5100. 
Three Problem-Solver Libraries, contained in 
magnetic tape cartridges, are available for use 
with the IBM 5100, providing more than 100 
interactive routines applicable to mathematical 
problems, statistical techniques and financial 
analyses. 
Models of the 5100 Portable Computer are 
available with either APL or BASIC or both 
programming languages. APL is a general 
purpose language capable of handling complex 
mathematical relations, tables or arrays. 
BASIC is an English-like, widely used lan­ 
guage, Both are interactive programming lan­ 
guages that are easy to learn and can be used 
in any problem-solving environment such as 
business, mathematics and engineering.

When the Siller Beef Co. of 
Kingston shut down its busi­ 
ness operations last April, it 
came as a shock to everyone, 
customers, management and 
employes alike. After 75 years 
as one of the East’s most suc­ 
cessful and respected quality 
meat supply companies, it 
didn’t make sense that it 
should suddenly and without 
warning go out of business. 
, Siller had employed up to 
120 people and represented 
through wages a direct con­ 
tribution to the region’s econo­ 
my of over $1,250,000. Since 
April the company’s president, 
August Wiedemann and 
treasruer, Russell Maurer have 
been trying to sort out the 
fallen pieces in the hopes of 
putting the business back to­ 
gether again. 
And finally, 
they’ve succeeded. 


Wiedemann announced to­ 
day the creation of a new 
company, Hudson Valley 
Quality Meats, Inc., and the 
purchase of the former Siller 
Beef Co. facilities. “We expect 
to be fully operational by the 
end of September and to be 
shipping to customers about 
October 6,” he stated. 


Like 
the 
old 
company, 
Hudson Valley will pecialize in 
fresh beef, boxed beef, portion- 
controlled meats, veal, lamb, 
poultry, dairy products, 
gourmet foods and, for its 
Kosher products, will have a 
rabbinically supervised proc­ 
ess. The variety of products 
and “ daily-delivered” service 
were keys to the success of the 
earlier company. 


Siller’s failure had nothing 
to do with its own business 
operations but rather involved 
its ill-fated relationship to oth- 
fcr companies less stable than 
itself through a parent or­ 
ganization called Okuraya 
Davos International, Inc. 
When one of the other com­ 


panies in the conglomerate 
failed, it set off a chain reac­ 
tion that led to the parent 
company’s filing for voluntary 
bankruptcy. The bank seized 
Siller’s essential assets to com­ 
pensate for losses elsewhere. 


Louis Siller, son of the 
company’s founder, served as 
chairman of the board until 
the day it closed. “ It’s agoniz­ 
ing to watch the most impor­ 
tant thing in your life just end 
like that, without good reason. 
The hardest part is explaining 
to customers, some of whom 
you’ve known all of your life, 
why you can’t service them 
anymore.” Siller has suffered 
two cardiac arrests since April. 


With the creation of Hudson 
Valley Quality Meats the busi­ 
ness returns to the kind of 
private ownership control it 
enjoyed with the Siller family 
until 1970 when the business 
came to be sold to the Davos 
Company. Wiedmann, with 
Siller since 1960. will again 
serve as president. “ We’ll con­ 
trol our own destiny once 
again,” he says. “ You can’t 
imagine the frustration of the 
last few weeks with the old 
company, watching our busi­ 
ness fall apart and customers 
promises go unkept, and none 
of it our own fault.” Maurer is 
equally optimistic. “This was 
a great business," he said. 
“The best in the East. And it 
will be the best again." 


Siller’s 700 plus customers 
seem to agree. A study made 
by the investment firm that 
helped bring the new company 
together indicates very solid 
market support. They con­ 
tacted a broad cross-section of 
the old customer list, includ­ 
ing some of the largest super­ 
market chains and several 
well-known restaurants, and 
discovered there was a genuine 
need for the management’s re­ 
turn to the market place.

He indicated Hudson Valley 
will continue with the Siller 
formula unchanged. Faris will 
be the new company’s chair­ 
man of the board.

Siller’s treasurer and comp­ 
troller, will be secretary-treas- 
urer and comptroller of the 
new company. Siller, 
now 
nearly fully recovered from his 
earlier illness, has been active 
in the formation of the new 
organization and will serve as 
consultant and honorary 
chairman of the board. 
Banking institutions in­ 
volved in the new venture are 
The Kingston Trust Company, 
The Empire National Bank, 
Newburgh and The Chase 
Manhattan Bank of New York 
City. 
A vital ingredient to the suc­ 
cessful launching of the new 
company is the cooperation of 
the unions involved. “ Both the 
Te a m s t e r s 
and 
the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters 
and Food Employees, AFL- 
CIO, have supported our ef­ 
forts from the financing of the 
project, are being negotiated 
and will make possible a fast 
return to full operation. 


The new company expects to 
employ approximately 85 peo­ 
ple during the early stages of 
development and consequent­ 
ly will have an important im­ 
pact on the depressed 
Kingston-area economy.

Featured will be Nikki Giovanni, an 
award-winning poet and one of the founders of the new school 
of Negro fjoetry and poets in the 1960’s, who will discuss and 
read from her works. Her latest book, "The Women and 1 he 
Men,” is scheduled to be published this October. 
For this program, the Artist-in-Residence Gallery (A.I.R.I in 
New York City will present a video tape, “ Male Art Critics 
Look at Women Artists’ Work." The A.I.R 
is the first 
independent women’s cooperative, non-profit teaching gallery 
in the country. 
Sonia Malkine, a leading, local French-American folk singer, 
will sing folk music accompanied by the guitar and vielle. 
The I.W.Y. Celebration on Oct. 25 will be a day-long program 
on “ Women in Politics,” with State Senator Carol Bellamy 
from Brooklyn’s ¿3rd Senatorial District, one of the featured 
speakers. 
'There will be tour workshop sessions including "Women and 
E R A (Equal Rights Amendment), W’omen and Opportunities 
in Politics, Women and Consumerism, and Women and School 
Boards.” 'The panelists will be leading women in the Hudson

As part of this program, a dramatic reading, ‘‘W’omen In

Liv ing o r wo rking o n a farm means mo re than planting 
and harv esting cro ps, caring fo r liv esto ck o r pro v iding the 
family with ev ery day needs and co mfo rt. It means liv ing 
with and o bserv ing what g o es o n aro u nd y o u , especially 
du ring the fall mo nths in the Catskills. 


Taking a leaf fo rm my mental no te bo o k I no te that the 
chang ing co lo r o f leav es is o nly o ne o f the m any way s we 
kno w fall is here and what an ex citing time it is. The air 
is co o ler, the su n co mes u p later each mo rning and we hav e 
witnessed o u r first fro st o n ro o fto ps and lo w patches in so me 
v eg etable g ardens. To p leav es were nipj>ed bu t no t eno u g h 
to sto p g ro wth o f to mato es, pepper's o r squ ash Apple trees 
are sho wing o re than the u su al amo u nt o f red co lo r du e to 
an abu ndance o f fru it and su nshine. The harv est seaso n 
appears to be well alo ng with winter apples matu ring earlier 
than u su al, so bo th Red and Go lden Delicio u s will be ready 
fo r market abo u t the same tim e this y ear. Sweet co rn seaso n 
was v ery g o o d, with the earliest harv est the week o f .Ju ly 
4 to near co mpletio n no w, with no majo r lo ss fro m a killing 
fro st, that o ften cu ts the seaso n sho rt.

Lo o king to the m o u ntains we no ted th at co lo r chag es in 
fo liag e o f trees, especially so ft maples in the swam ps and 
o n po o rer so ils hav e been sho wing scarlet red and o rang e 
fo r so me tim e. Su g ar m aples and o ther hard wo o ds are no w 
sho wing a maze o f co lo rs fro m y ello w-o rang e to red o n the 
o lder and w eaker trees first. Often o ne side o r po rtio n o f 
the cro wn tu rn s co lo r first and it appears the sam e trees 
tu rn co lo r in the sam e o rder y ear after y ear. (This is an 
ex cellent tim e to m ark a m aple sapling fo r transplanting 
ano ther y ear, as the brig ht co lo r ex hibited this y ear will 
carry thro u g ho u t its life, pro v iding pro per so il and care is 
g iv en at planting tim e.) Hicko ry and o ther w alnu t trees 
hav e taken o n y ello w leaf appearance and squ irrels fo u nd 
m any o f the nu ts befo re they fell, leav ing hu lls and shu cks 
as ev idence a cro p was pro du ced. No t all the Ash trees hav e 
died o u t as ev idence o f pu rple co lo rs alo ng hedg e ro ws and 
m any farm bo u ndaries. W hite birch and bu tternu t trees are 
tu rning y ello w slo wly and the do g wo o ds, su m ac and 
wo o dv ine add red and scarlet co lo rs to the landscape. Ev en 
the lu sh ev erg reen trees that g iv e an ex cellent backg ro u nd 
and co ntrast in fall co lo rs are u nder g o ing an annu al 
transfo rm atio n. W hite pine trees are no w shedding so me o f 
the two y ear o ld leav es th at tu rn y ello w at first and fall o ff 
with heav y winds and rain. T he larg e nu m ber o f needles 
affected is attribu ted to the ex cellent g ro wing seaso n the 
past two y ears. There is no cau se fo r alarm if this lo ss o f 
needles is earlier o r heav ier than u su al, pro v ided the 
term inals o n this y ear’s needles are healthy and a g o o d 
g reen co lo r. 


Ev en the anim als hav e been mo st activ e this m o nth o f 
Septem ber, attesting to the A u tu m n seaso n. T he first flo ck 
o f g eese was o bserv ed in m id m o nth, while picking 
M cInto sh apples. Black and M allard du cks are beco ming 
mo re nu m ero u s o n farm po nds and alo ng o u r B innew ater 
resting places. Squ irrels and C hipm u nks hav e been u n ­ 
u su ally bu sy g athering nu ts and seeds fo r their w inter 
sto rero o m s. Early m ig rating birds hav e already taken leav e 
and the steady flo w o f M o narch bu tterflies hav e indicated 
they are o n their way to the tro pics fo r the w inter. The white 
tailed deer hav e nev er been so plentifu l o r so bo ld, inv ading 
g ardens and apple o rchards well befo re the w inter seaso n 
driv es them there in a desperate search fo r su rv iv al fo o d. 
T he y o u ng bu cks are ru bbing the v elv et fro m their antlers 
and the o lder deer are already sho wing steel blu e hair o f 
their w inter co at. Ho w can o ne co ncentrate o n wo rk alo ne? 
It is fall and tim e to reflect o n the o u tdo o rs. Yesterday was 
N atio nal H u nting and Fishing Day .

Ov er the y ears we hav e heard so m u ch abo u t m u lching plants 
to sav e watering and weeding tim e. 
As we all kno w, a m u lch is a co v ering o v er the so il. It co u ld 
be straw, hay , leav es, g rass clipping s, co m po st— ev en a sheet 
o f black plastic. The pu rpo se is to prev ent weeds fro m g ro wing 
and also sto p w ater fro m ev apo rating fro m the so il su rface. 
No w, I am g o ing to take sides w ith the anti-m u lcher« o r the 
cu ltiv ato rs. These peo ple co ntro l their weeds by o ccasio nally 
g o ing thro u g h the g arden w ith a ho e o r pro ng ed cu ltiv ato r and 
cho pping o ff the weeds. W hen they do this the su rface cru et 
o f the so il is co m pletely bro ken u p. 
This y ear I cu ltiv ated my v eg etable g arden rather than 
mu lching it. Mv Plo t was 10 by 20 feet and it to o k me 
appro x im ately 15 m inu tes to cu ltiv ate u sing a fo u r-pro ng ed 
“ po tato ho o k" cu ltiv ato r. 
It was v ery dry in the early part o f the seaso n. 1 had to water 
frequ ently . It was so dry ev en tho se peo ple who m u lched had 
to add w ater to the so il, to o . 
One reaso n fo r cu ltiv ating my plo t o f g ro u nd was the so il. 
It is o f a heav y clay m ix tu re. U nder no rm al co nditio ns this so il 
wo u ld hav e held a lo t o f water u nder a mu lch. M ay be ev en to o 
m u ch w ater u nder no rm al circu m stances. 
After cu ltiv ating , the water flo wed into the so il rather than 
o ff the so il o v er the cru sted su rface. In o ther wo rds, cu ltiv ating 
can be an aid in better u se o f irrig atio n water. 
Bu t 1 g u ess my main reaso n fo r no t m u lching was the pests 
th at mu lches draw. There are two pests that enjo y a m u lch as 
m u ch as the plants: slu g s and so w bu g s. In fact, neig hbo rs are 
asking me where all the slu g s were co ming fro m this y ear. The 
answ er is, mo st likely fro m u nder the m u lches they pu t aro u nd 
their plants. 
Slu g s, o f co u rse, are snails w itho u t the shells. They chew o n 
fo liag e at nig ht. A sau cer o f stale beer lev el w ith the so il su rface 
will help co ntro l them . 


I am no t co m pletely ag ainst m u lching . I transplanted sev eral 
larg e shru bs this spring and m u lched them with wo o d chips. 
They thriv ed, and o ne reaso n I am su re, was the wo o d chips. 
Bu t slu g s do n’t clim b shru bs, so they weren’t a bo ther. 
W ith su m m er n early o v er, send fo r my FR E E A u tu m n 
S easo n al R epo rt filled w ith tips an d su g g estio ns o n au tu m n 
g a rden in g . W rite to B ill M eachem , c/o Jo h n so n W ax , P .O . 
Bo x 378 8 , G ran d C en tral S tatio n , N .Y ., N .Y . 10017. 
As a precau tio n, I spray ed the g ro u nd first with Raid Ho u se 
and G arden befo re m u lching . Incidentally , this aero so l co ntains 
no flu o ro carbo ns, which so me scientists say may cau se dam ag e 
to the o zo ne lay er. 
So , take y o u r pick: cu ltiv ate o r m u lch. Bo th hav e their place 
and neither is the answer to all g arden wo es, at least in my 
o pinio n.

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So me Reflectio ns o n Stained Glass 


By J ean Barnes 


“ The rich ado rnment in ato ne and glass . . . makes it the mo st 
mo v ing glimpse o f Heav en to be beheld o n earth.” So wro te 
Kenneth Macleish, senio r assistant edito r o f Natio nal Geo graph­ 
ic, abo ut the cathedral o f Chartres, France. 


Since the 10th century , panes o f brilliantly stained glass hav e 
been used to ex press man’s deep religio us nature. French 
glassmakers who pio neered the art fo rm fo und the Church their 
best custo mer. So me mo nasteries went so far as to learn the art 
and beco me glassmakers themselv es. 


The earliest windo ws usually co nsisted o f rather large pieces o f 
glass fitted to gether with ro ds o f iro n. Windo ws were o f necessity 
narro w until the 16 th century when wider windo ws came into 
v o gue. 


Thus, the stained glass windo ws o f the Victo rian era hav e a lo ng 
and ho no rable histo ry altho ugh pro ductio n metho ds had changed 
so mewhat. Early glass was co lo red with a glaze and affix ed by 
firing at high temperature. Glass o f the 19 th and 20th centuries 
were mix ed by fo rmula to o btain glass o f a so lid co lo r. 


Altho ugh it has nev er been inex pensiv e, the intro ductio n o f 
mo dern pro ductio n metho ds made it mo re accessile to the priv ate 


citizen. And, as the Victo rian Era pro gressed, embellishment 
became a key to architectural sty le. Small wo nder then that the 
stained glass windo w became a status sy mbo l o f the ho meo wner. 


Much o f the heauty o f these o lder windo ws co mes fro m the hand 
manufacture o f the glass. 


Glass blo wers fo rmed the lo ng ho llo w tubes o f glass. When co o l 
the tube was cut lengthwise and then reheated and flattened. This 
pro cedure left many irregularities in thickness and tex ture which 
allo wed light to filter thro ugh with v ary ing degrees o f intens * \ 


To day mo st o f the glass is machine-ro lled o f unifo rm thick? 
and tex ture but the windo ws are still assembled by hand. fit .a 
in a framewo rk o f lead cane and fastened with a stro ng cement. 
Larger windo ws are braced with cro ssbars o f iro n. 


Many o lder windo ws are finding their way into co ntempo rary 
settings, and ev en tho ugh they co mmand handso me prices the 
demand fo r windo ws with artistic merit still ex ceeds the supply 


Fanciers are inco rpo rating them in ho mes, no t o nly as functio nal 
windo ws, but as ro o m div iders, co ffee table to ps, wall accents and 
screens. So me with adequate pro tectio n are ev en serv ing as 
sky lights. 


O rnately scrolled stained g lass window w as com bined w ith carved stone 
to create fireplace m antle in a home of the 18 00’s. D em and for such 
w indow s now far ex ceeds the supply .

Lo sing Flame-Resistant Qualtities 


ITHACA 
Two separate pieces of con­ 
sumer protection leg islation 
are meeting head on in the 
laundry room. 
Standards to protect chil­ 
dren from burns and standards 
to improve the quality of wa­ 
terway s are at odds with one 
another, comments Mary E. 
Purchase, desig n and environ­ 
mental analy st in the N.Y. 
S ta te C olleg e of H um an 
Ecolog y , Cornell University . 
The flame-resistant qualities 
of some of Johnny ’s pajamas 
are literally coming out in the 
wash. 
, 
In compliance with federal 
flam e-retardant reg ulations, 
natural fiber such as cotton to 
be used in children’s sleepwear 
are treated with a flame-resis­ 
tant finish, 
Prof. 
Purchase 
points out. And in compliance 
with anti-pollution leg islation, 
New York State residents are 
no long er doing their wash 
with phosphate deterg ents. 
However, when Jill’s cotton 
flam e-retardant pajamas are 
tossed into the laundry tub in 


hard water with a non-phos­ 


phate 
deterg ent, 
they 
lose 
their flame-resistant charac­ 
teristics after 10 to 25 wash­ 
ing s. 
The reason, Prof. Purchase 
ex plains, is that carbonates, 
commonly used in non phos­ 
phate deterg ents, react with 
hard water — aud most of up 
state New York Gas hard 
water — to form a deposit. As 
this deposit, increases, it even­ 
tually nullifies the flame-re- 
tardant finish. So, the ex tra 
dollar the consumer pay s for a 
flame-resistant child’s nig ht­ 
g own is often being thrown out 
in the wash water. 
Thoug h fire safety and ex tra 
pennies are often g oing down 
the drain, Prof. Purchase con­ 
tinues, the dirt just isn’t. Most 
non-p h osp h ate de terg ents 
don’t g et clothes as clean as 
phosphate deterg ents do, she 
notes. Most phosphate sub­ 
stitutes aren’t costing con­ 
sumers any more money , but 
on the other hand, they don’t 
do as g ood a job. 
What can consumers do to 
offset these problems? One 
costly but effective solution to 
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retaining flame resistance is to 
install a watersoftener unit in 
the water supply sy stem since 
non-p h osp h ate de te rg e nts 
don’t form a deposit in soft 
water. Adding water softeners 
containing washing soda to the 
wash is not a solution since 
t h e y 
f or m 
a 
de p os i t 
themselves. Products that do 
not form a deposit as they 
soften the water can be used. 


The most effective solution 
both to retaining flame re­ 
sistance and to g etting cleaner 
clothes, 
according 
to Prof. 
Purchase, is to create more 
effective new deterg ents or to 
remove the ban ag ainst phos­ 
phates altog ether. The ban 
eliminates only one-fourth of 
the total am ount of phos­ 
phates entering the water sy s­ 
tems. She recommends that 
phosphates 
be 
restored 
to 
laundry deterg ents and that 
efforts be concentrated instead 
on upg rading sewag e disposal 
plants. 


In g eneral, Prof. Purchase 
reminds consumers that every 
time a chang e in technolog y is 
made, many unforeseen reac­ 
tions come about, some g ood 
and some not so g ood. The 
case 
of 
nonphosphate 
de­ 
terg ents washing out flame re- 
tardancy is just one ex ample. 
She believes that consumers 
should make themselves aware 
of the complex ities of each new 
consum er protection move­ 
ment. 
Another solution: Buy sleep­ 
wear made from fibers that are 
inherently flame resistant and 
are not affected by the de­ 
posits from the wash.

DEAR DR. LAMB- I’m a wo man o f 20 
with two small children, and in J anuary o f 
this y ear I had my gallbladder and appendix 
remo v ed. I had a gallsto ne the size o f a 
quarter. My mo ther had her gallbladder 
remo v ed two y ears ago , and my sister, age 
26 , had hers remo v ed two weeks ago . She had 
mo re than 100 gallsto nes, fo ur the size o f 
mine, 36 av erage o nes, and the o thers were 
sm all, pinpo int sto nes. 
J ust recently a friend said since her 
gallbladder was remo v ed her liv er is wo rking 
o v ertime. She had sev ere blo o d clo ts in her 
legs and almo st had to hav e them amputated. 
In my family o n bo th sides there is hereditary 
hardening o f the arteries, ( an y o u please 
info rm me pro perly o n the side effects o f a 
gallbladder o peratio n? There are three wo m­ 
en who are v ery much interested in kno wing. 
DEAR READER — Gallstones are an old 
disease. They were even noted in Eg y ptian 
mummies from 100 B.C. They afflict one out of 
10 adult Americans, and are more common in 
middle-ag ed women. 
The g allbladder is merely a storag e pouch. 
The liver is constantly forming bile. It flows out 
of the liver throug h a bile duct (tube) and backs 
up into the g allbladder. Then when y ou eat 
something fatty the g allbladder contracts and 
forces the bile into the first part of the small 
intestine to mix with y our food so it will be more 
easily absorbed. 1’he bile helps emulsify the fat 
for this purpose. 
Now y our friend has her facts confused. As a 
simple storag e pouch for bile, the g allbladder 
has nothing at all to do with how much bile the 
liver forms or the "work of the liver." 
What does happen is that the bile formed 


from the liver tends to flow immediately into 
the small intestine The failure to store bile 
may mean that y ou won’t have enoug h bile 
available at one time to effectively emulsify 
fats. In this case some deg ree of fatty food 
intolerance mav persist 
forming g a* and 
pr<*ducing related sy mptoms. This is the same 
thing that is present alreadv when the g allblad­ 
der quits functioning normally because it is tull 
of stones So, the removal d« *esn't cause that 
problem, it simply may not correct it 
The major side effects of g allbladder removal 
are mostly the damag e related to the stones in 
the first place. Inflammation of the g allducts 
may lead to inflammation of the lin\ ducts 
within the liver or lead to obstruction ot the 
major ducts draining the liver, This can cause 
liver damag e

The blood clots in the leg of y our friend have 
nothing to do 
with removal of g allbladder. Nou 
can have clots develop after any operation, and 
that is one reason why surg eons like to g et 
people out of lied as soon as their condition 
jHTmits. Liver damag e usually decreases the 
tendency of the blood to clot, and bleeding is 
the compliction y ou have to watch for it damag e 
really occurs. 
The clot formation in the veins is not related 
to hardening of the arteries 
The latter is 
associated with fatty -cholesterol deposits in the 
arteries. That is a separate problem in y our 
family .

— nev er fail to im press. Listening to him is 
alm ost alway s a pu rely aesthetic, rather than 
v isceral, pleasu re. His new albu m is perfectly 
organized, bu t G reen’s relax ation has become 
so perv asiv e th a t he nearly disappears. In the 
best sense, the Hi Records rhy thm section, 
particu larly dru m m er Howard Grim es, can be 
said to dom inate this record; they prov ide its 
chief pleasu res, and the mu sic they play , if not 
innov ativ e, is close to perfection of the sou l 
form. G reen’s problem is th a t his v oice is 
merely another instru m ent here; he isn’t giv en 
a single song to break the pattern, and althou gh 
the m u sical constru ctions are ex q u isite, they 
lack the focu s an interesting ly ric — or the 
tak ing of a few chances by the singer — might 
offer. If Green rem ains the greatest v oice in 
contem porary sou l, he also rem ains the m u sic’s 
chief enigm a. More albu m s lik e this one, 
howev er, are more lik ely to du ll than whet ou r 
cu riou sity .

Onteora High scored a second period touchdown to defeat 
N ew P altz High, 6 -0, here Saturday for its first v ictory of the 
season in the Ulster C ounty A thletic League. 


Sounds like a sim ple statem en t of fact, doesn't it? But, let’s 
ex am ine the significance of w hat has to stand as the first major 
upset of the UCAL football season. 
It was the Indians’ first v ictory since the final gam e of the 
19 7 3 season, on top of two straight losses by a total margin of 
four points. And it put the rest of the UCAL on notice that 
OCS is not longer the doorm at of the league, the autom atic 
v ictory for the opposition. N ot bad for a team that started the 
19 7 5 season with a 3-22-3 record for 19 7 2-7 3-7 4 . 
T he final score will nev er tell the story of how Onteora really 
outclassed the highly fav ored H uguenots in a gam e that 
spawned two authentic All-UCAL candidates in halfback Fran 
C astaldo and J ohn R affaldi, 210-pound senior tackle, who 
anchored a robust defense that lim ited New Paltz to 6 9 y ards 
rushing and kept the H uguenots pinned in their own territory 
m ost of the tim e. 
C astaldo, rushing for 103 y ards in 25 carries, didn’t score the 
Onteora touchdown. T hat honor went to Craig Grazier, who ran 
13 y ards w ith an intercepted pass early in the second quarter. 
But his speed and elusiv eness on the wet, sloppy gridiron 
caused Coach J ohn M eehan to say , “ I think he is now one of 
the best running backs in the league." 
“ It was a genuine team v ictory ," said M eehan, a first y ear 
coach at Onteora sav oring his first v ictory . “ But I hav e to say 
som ething about J ohn, too. I think he’s also one of the best 
in the league." 
Craig Grazier broke the back of the New P altz’s first driv e 
with a fum ble recov ery on the Onteora 17 and the Indians 
roared back to the N ew Paltz 13 only to com e to grief on a 
fum ble recov ery by Mark Burke on the New Paltz 16 .

Muhammad Ali has been the sav io r o f the heav y weig ht 
div isio n. He has beco me an American fo lk hero , a leg end 
in his o wn time. He has also been a subtle racist. Under 
the g uise o f humo r and bantering , he has demeaned all o f 
his co ntempo raries, while creating hug e pay -day s fo r mo st 
o f them. 
There has nev er been any questio n abo ut Ali’s credentials 
as a fig hter but his lifesty le, his ro le in co ntempo rary 
so ciety has titillated his army o f fo llo wers and o utrag ed his 
detracto rs. 
It just so happens that Muhammad Ali just nev er came 
acro ss as we ex pect the wo rld’s heav y weig ht champio n to 
do . Hav ing seen ev ery heav y weig ht champio n since Max 
Schmeling (1 9 3 0 -3 2 ) we may be a v ictim o f o ur past, in 
ex pecting fro m Muhammad a standard that may hav e lo ng 
since v anished fro m the bo x ing scene. 
In eanv ev ent, we’ll be saddened by a Jo e Frazier defeat.

W ith the landscap e strew n w ith the wreckag e of defeated 
hig h school budg ets, this is hardly the tim e to recom m end 
additional ex p enditures. B ut we thin k it’s tim e the U lster 
C oun ty A thletic le a g ue up g raded its accom m odations for 
football sp ectators. 
For ex am p le, we feel th a t ev ery football field should hav e an 
electrically op erated scoreboard. T hey cost m oney but they are 
long rang e inv estm ents. 
W h en a football fan p lunks down a dollar for adm ission fee 
to a g ame, he should reasonably ex p ect (1) a p rog ram , (2) a 
scoreboard and (3) a p lay -by -p lay announcer. 
H ard-p ressed athletic directors, straining to keep w ithin the 
tig ht budg ets, m ay find these inv estm ents too costly or sim p ly 
reject th em out of of h and. 
No t all scho o ls are lacking in so me o r all o f these 
facilities. We simply believ e that these acco mmo datio ns 
sho uld be unifo rm in the Ulster Co unty Athletic Leag ue. 
The UCAL has slo wly but surely dev elo ped into a dy namic 
hig h scho o l spo rts co nference o n the athletic field. It sho uld 
start g iv ing serio us attentio n to the co mfo rts o f its fo o tball 
fans. 
In the absence o f an electric sco rebo ard, it is no t easy to 
g et qualified play -by -play anno uncers. Mo st kids we hav e 
heard at fo o tball mikes tend to g et carried away by the 
emo tio ns o f the g ame. Fo r o ne thing , the anno uncer has to 
be abso lutely neutral, dispassio nate and kno wledg eable. 
Onteo ra Hig h has had a lo ng line o f adequate anno uncers,

hav e ev er heard. He is tho ro ug h, alert, ticks o ff the name 
o f the ball carrier, the do wn, y ardag e g ained, name o f the 
tacklers. And he is co nsistent fro m start to finish o f a g ame. 
His v o ice co mes acro ss lo ud and clear. 
Sug g esting th at hig h schools build modest p ress box facilities 
for the v isiting p ress m ay be asking too m uch. W e’ll settle for 
th e scoreboards first . . . the qualified an n o un cer nex t. 
In the m ean tim e, we will continue our search for the football 
facts in the p rim itiv e fashion we hav e done for four decades 
— racing up and down the sidelines of the g ridiron in lam e 
p ursuit of fleet halfbacks and bom b-catching receiv ers.

Lo cally , he was asso ciated with the o rig inal 
King sto n Co lo nials and spo nso red the Mo rg an Repealers in 
the hey dey o f the city Twilig ht Leag ue. But he went back 
many y ears befo re that to the Go lden Era o f semi-pro ball 
in Greene, Co lumbia and Dutchess co unties — the era o f the 
Gallt bro thers in Catskill, Freddie Wetmo re, Sheriff Co o k- 
ing ham in Tiv o li — all names fro m the distant past.

No One Gives Hoot for Gibson

Bob Gibson, seated by his locker, looked up and saw Lou 
Brock standing before him with a straight face and a picture 
of Carl Yastrzemski taped to his naked, wiry-haired chest. 


Brock was impersonating a gung-ho bulletin board. The 
essence was that the St. Louis Cardinals, with an outside 
chance for the National League pennant, could meet an old- 
time "enemy” , Yaz and the Boston Red Sox, in another World 
Series.

Gibson is still made to feel a part of the team in the locker- 
room, though he is seldom, anymore, a part of the team on the 
field. 


Earlier this season, after messing up his first few starting 
pitching assignments, he was sent, reluctantly, to the bullpen. 
It was the first time in Gibson’s 16-year major league career 
that he was relegated to second-line pitching status. 


Gibson turns 40 in November, and, before this season began, 
he had announced it would be his last. It would mark the end 
of one of baseball’s finest pitching careers, and one of baseball’s 
most intense and thrilling performers. 


There was something almost sinister in the way he glared 
down from the mound, took the catcher’s sign, gave the peak 
of his cap a snap, spun into his high-kick wind-up and came 
virtually crashing off the mound. 


At his best—which was often—he was awesome. In the first 
game of the 1968 World Series, for example, he struck out 17 
Detroit Tigers for a record. The meek Tigers seemed to be 
playing with wax bats. 


In the World Series the next year, the 6-1, 195-pound 
righthanded fast-ball pitcher won three games from Yaz and 
the Red Sox. That was also the season in which he established 
a 1.12 earned run average, the lowest ever compiled by a pitcher 
working a minimum of 300 innings. 


He has also won over 250 games and has more than 3,000 
strikeouts in his career, which roots him in the Cy Young- 
Christy Mathewson-Walter Johnson Patheon. 


Gibson was famous for his proudness. It may have been the 
reverse of the shame he said he felt as a bou boy watching 
Stepin Fetchit shamble on a movie screen, when young Gibson 
would slink into his seat. 
He is now an outspoken black man trying to maintain his 
dignity. It is a test at gametime now. But less so off the field. 
For example, in a hotel elevator earlier this year, a white man 
got on and said to Gibson, wearing a tie and suit, "I want the 
forteenth floor.” 
Gibson replied, “ For all I care, mister, you can have the whole 
damn hotel." 
. 
Gibson says he does not believe he should be in the bullpen 
this year, that he was always a slow starter, and that when you 
announce your forthcoming retirement they tend to "bury 
you.” However, this has been his worst season. By September 
he had won only three games; he had lost 10. His ERA was 
a miserable five-plus runs a game. 
. 
He says he does not want to stay in baseball, that he is tired 
of the day-to-day aspects of it, and only remained this season 
because his recent divorce was costly and he needed the money. 
His investments and business interests would not cover the 
expenses. 
Now what? "I know I’ll miss the guys here and the locker 
room horsing around,” he said, in his reedy voice, "but that’s 
all After 18 years in professional baseball, it’s enough. I 
devoted nine months of every year to baseball and didn’t have 
time to develop much else. But I’m glad of it. I can say that

Marc Fried is something of an engima. Though 
i| he has written the definitive history of the early 
settlem ent oí this area, he does not think of 
i himself as a historian. And though he has earned 
the respect of his colleagues for the extraordinary 
¡ professional standards he has applied to his 
work, he would rather discuss 1975 lifestyles than 
¡| his UKK)*8 book. 
Even so, attention must be paid to Fried s 
The Early History of Kingston and Ulster 
¡¡ Uounty,” published by the Ulster County His- 
¡ torical Society. For Fried has proved himself the 
finest of local historians; corrected any number 
I of myths and misinterpretations attributable to 
¡I generations of older writers. 
i 
.lust barely into his ’30s, Fried hardly re- 
/ sembles the public image of a historian. Lean, 
; lanky and boyish, he is easily mistaken for a 
i¡ collegian in his patched blue jeans. In a tuxedo 
| and earning his living as a musician (professional 
! drummer), he resembles even less a scholarly 
II researcher. 
¡i 
But the external Fried cloaks a man of many 
¡ moods—one who found “ the process of dis- 
¡| covery accompanying the researching and writ- 
i ing of his book “ very exciting.” And one who saw 
the myths and misinterpretations inherent in 
; local history resulting from the historiographic 
! process. “ Very poor early translations of records 
resulted in one historian copying from others and 
¡ compounding the errors,” he says. “ By cutting 
S through and isolating contradictions, by going 
!; back to the primary sources, I could actually 
| ‘see the contradictions and the unsureness.” 
If it was often tedious work, it resulted in 
highly valuable information. Carefully exploring 
; thousands of pages of old Dutch records. Fried 
became the first to authoritatively establish the 
final extensions of the Kingston Stockade, and 
t he first to shed new light on the earliest actual 
arrival 
of 
settlers 
at 
Esopus. 
There 
are 
other firsts 
in Frieds book, but he is inclined 
to minimize his efforts. 
He was able to avoid the pitfalls of earlier 
/ historians, he feels, because of his intimate 
knowledge of Ulster's geographical terrain and 
¡ today's sophisticated topographical maps. An 
avid hiker, camper and exponent of winter 
! mountaineering, he knows every reach of the 
/ Hudson River far better thn those who first wrote 
¡I of “ the place named Esopus” 350 years ago. 
For him, “These mountains are the same

mountains the Indians saw,” one reason—per­ 
haps—why he has changed his views about 
history . . . and why he is more interested in 
lifestyles for today than in any interest his book 
has aroused. 
“ I feel very strongly,” he says, "that the story 
of local history meant much to me because I love 
the geography and scenery here. If not for that, 
I would not have gotten that interested in 
history. Now, I see history in a different light. 
“ Once I felt an individual is very much shaped 
by the history of his own culture and society. But 
that kind of thinking can become a self-fulfilling 
prophecy, causing you to do things because 
they’re traditional; thinking of what you do as 
an outgrowth of your past. A person can and 
should make a break with his own cultural past; 
be relatively independent of his own culture; 
stand back and look at it in perspective; keep 
only what he wants from it.” 
Rhetorical eccentricity? Not in Fried’s case, for 
he has made his break and proved his independ­ 
ence. There is nothing traditional in his reaction 
to ritual in any form . . . for ritual, he feels, is 
‘artificial in a lot of ways.” Fried believes day- 
to-day living and a person's accomplishments 
are the important things. 
And, so, much of his time is dedicated to 
helping find solutions to what he considers “our 
mammoth environmental problems,” a cause 
that has evolved naturally from his life on a 
small farm in Gardiner that offers a horizon-wide 
view 
across 
the 
Wallkill 
River 
to 
the 
Shawangunk Mountains beyond. 
Still, he is no carbon copy of Thoreau. If he 
g a r d e n s , 
c h o p s w o o d , 
a n d h ik e s th e 
Shawangunks, he also travels with his drums to 
cocktail lounges, resort hotels and country clubs. 
Still he always returns to espouse the environ­ 
mental 
cause; 
demonstrate 
his “ pessimism 
about industrialized society as we know it;” 
argue against the encroachment of suburbs and 
power plants on these mountains. “If I had to 
choose between losing 10 years off my life from 
air pollution,” he says, “or no longer having 
these mountains—1 would take the first!” 
Not an eccentric, by any eans, Marc Fried is 
something of an enigma. But, if he minimizes the 
three years that went into researching and 
writing “The Early History of Kingston and 
Ulster County,” his readers do not. It is selling 
briskly in Kingston, New Paltz and other book­ 
stores. Proving that this writer of history who has 
changed his view of history has given us our 
biggest Bicentennial bonus of all locally.

, . . N ew Artifacts Bared 
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One of the artifacts unearthed by Mrs. DeW itt Hasbrouck of High 
Falls shows the Ogden and Delafield’s Cement Works in High Falls. 


The D&H Canal Historical Society 
Museum continues to draw artifacts. 
Latest are two maps unearthed by 
Mrs. DeW'itt Hasbrouck of High 
Falls. 
The 
print 
of the Ogden 
and 
Delafield’s Cement Works shows the 
confluence of the old (1828) and 
“new" canals (1850) across Route 
213 in High Falls from the Depuy 
Canal House Tavern, with l^ock 15 
shown in the foreground. The falls 
are at the extreme left and the 
cement conveyor system over the 
canal brought the limestone from 
the quarry behind what is now the 
High Falls Motel. The suspension 
aqueduct over the Rondout on the 
other side of the conveyor bridge is 
not shown. 
The other map unearthed by Mrs. 
Hasbrouck discloses that the cement 
works is called “Delafield & O Bax­ 
ter.” “Ogden and Co.” owned the 
water - powered cement mill, now 
the site of the abandoned Central 
Hudson hydroelectric station. 


It is noted that since St. John's 
Episcopal Church does not appear 
on the map and was completed in 
1888, the map probably pre-dates 
the print. 
The last Delafield to operate the 
mill was Henry P. Delafield who 
lived in what is now the residence of 
Mr. and Mrs. Fed Grenda on Leg 
gett Road in Stone Ridge. He com­ 
muted to his business by horse and 
buggy. It was he who brought his 
friend, Francis H. Leggett, the New 
York 
wholesale grocer to Stone 
Ridge around 1890. leggett, in turn, 
married the widow of his friend 
William Sturges, of Chicago. She in 
turn, brought Mrs. Emily Crane 
Chadbourne to reside in 
Ulster 
County. The canal also was respon­ 
sible in bringing the Davenport 
family. They were farmers in the 
Town of Gardiner but moved to 
Alligerville in the 1830’s on what is 
known as the DeW’itt farm. 
The society’s fund raising drive to 
acquire the Episcopal Church for a 
museum site is now in its third week.
